Mercury Takes Hurried Tumble While 


Storm That Broke Torrid Spell, 


Passed Over City. 


NO B A D D A M A G E IS R E P O R T E D 


The city of Ru shv ille was threat­ 
ened with a sev ere storm clou d in 
the east and 
sou th last 
ev ening 
shortly after sev en o’clock, bu t the 
impending storm nev er came. 
News 
has reached this city to the effect, 
howev er, that seriou s damage was 
done in the sou thern and 
eastern 
part of the cou nty , where the clou d 
hov ered for some time. 
The 
Mt. Zion 
United 
Brethren 
chu rch was stru ck by lightning du r­ 
ing the storm and later redu ced to 
ashes by fire after the rain had abat­ 
ed. 
The chu rch was a frame stru c­ 
tu re bu t was not a v ery -old one. The 
loss has not been ex actly estimated 
bu t it is ex pected that it will reach 
sev eral hu ndred dollars. 
There was 
no insu rance on the stru ctu re, which 
makes it a complete loss. 
The edifice which was known 
as 
the Mt. Zion chu rch was located fou r 
and a half miles sou theast of New 
Salem. 
The lightning 
stru ck tha 
belfry and shattered it. 
The sparks 
hov ered there and remained ajiv e 
u ntil the heav y rain stopped. 
F an ­ 
ned by the wind they set the sou th­ 
east com er of the bu ilding on fire 
and it was not long before the whole 
stru ctu re was ablaze. 
The storm clou d passed ov er that 
v icinity abou t sev en o’clock, follow­ 
ed by a heav y rain and dangerou s 
lightning. 
One particu lar lou d re­ 
port from the direction of the chu rch 
led people in that neighborhood to 
believ e that the hou se of 
worship 
lad been stru ck, bu t no more thou ght 
was giv en to it. 
Abou t ten-thirty 
o’clock, after the storm had passed 
ov er and the rain had stopped, fire 
was seen in the 
chu rch 
and the 
alarm was sou nded all ov er that part 
of the cou ntry . 
People came from 
ev ery direction bu t of no av ail. 
The 
stru ctu re was too fa r gone before 
the blaze was disew ered. Fire fight­ 
ers managed to sav e the seats and 
carpets in the bu ilding, bu t ev ery ­ 
thing else was lost. 
The storm was 
v ery 
sev ere all 
arou nd New Salem, bu t no other re­ 
ports of damage by wind, rain or 
lightning hav e been heard here. 
The storm was especially sev ere 
down near 
Andersonv ille. 
In 
that 


Tests in Du blin hav e shown that 
the wind will carry disease bacteria 
two hu ndred feet and as high as 
six ty feet into the air, ev en when 
there is a heav y rainfall. 


For the first time since Su nday 
Ru shv ille people fou nd relief from 
the hot and su ltry weather this a f­ 
ternoon when cool breezes prev ailed 
after a lightning and rain storm anjl 
after the mercu ry dropped sev enteen 
degrees in abou t half an hou r. 
The 
storm which came from the north 
and east cooled the atmosphere so 
that life seemed worth liv ing once 
more. 
It seemed that today u p u ntil 
two o’clock came nearer reachingYne 
limit of forbearance than any time 
du ring the torrid period of weather 
ev en thou gh mu reu ry did not stand so 
fiigh as it did earlier in the week. 
The thermometer 
hov ered 
arou nd 
ninety 
degrees 
u ntil 
after 
two 
o’clock and shortly before three, al> 
ter the* storm had passed ov er, it had 
fallen to sev enty -three degrees, 
v ery hard 
rain 
accompanied the 
storm. 
Reports from ov er the 
northern, 
eastern and sou thern parts of the 
cou nty are to the effect that no dam­ 
age was done by the storm. 
At no 
point was the lightning sev ere, bu t in 
most cases the rain fell in torrents 
for some time.

stru ck the 
large barn on the Clarence My ers 
farm. 
The stru ctu re was fired by 
the bolt and bu rned down. 
The loss

New York, July 7.—W all street has 
it today that the Standard Oil com­ 
pany is on the point of announcing 
its plaji for the dissolution and reor­ 
ganization of thè corporation in ac­ 
cordance with the decision 
of 
the 
United 
States 
supreme 
court 
on 
May 15. 
J. A. Moffett, a vice-president, said 
that the men in charge of the dissolu­ 
tion and reorganization could not very 
well make any statem ent until the 
court has handed down its mandate 
telling them what they must do. 
He 
éxplained that the decision of the su­ 
preme court was in corroboration of 
the decision of a lower court. 
That 
lower court must issue the mandate. 
He said the mandate will be based on 
the original decision of that court, and 
the subsequent minor modifications 
imposed by the supreme court. 
“We 
shall do what the mandate tells us to 
d&, of course,” said Moffett. “The gen­ 
eral principle of the whole thing will 
be a distribution of the stocks of the 
companies which compose the Stan­ 
dard Oil company of New Jersey to 
the holders of Standard Oil stock. 
I 
cannot give y ou any details, because 
we have not y et got so far as the de­ 
tails. 
We have stock in subsidiary 
companies, a hunderd more or less. 
Well, we' ve got to give those fellows 
back their stock, somehow. That’s all 
there is to it.”

Cheap meat is fou nd on every steer 
and it is also good meat when prop­ 
erly prepared. The higher priced cu ts 
of a steer are more easily prepared in 
a palatable form bu t are no more nu ­ 
tritiou s than are the lower priced cu ts 
w’hen the latter have been thorou ghly 
and properly cooked. 
Until the high 
price of meat cau sed more attention to 
be paid to the matter there was some­ 
what of a preju dice in some localities 
against u sing anything in the way of 
cheap cu ts of meat. 
The increase in 
cost of meat within the last few years 
has, however, cau sed a change in this 
adverse sentiment and has increased 
the knowledge of preparation of the 
cheaper cu ts for the table u ntil at 
present there is a mu ch more general 
u se of these kinds of meat than for­ 
merly. 
Tbe higher priced cu ts are made so 
principally becau se they are Ju cier 
and more tender and hence more read­ 
ily made palatable. 
This is especially 
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tru e of the loin and ribs, the lean por­ 
tion of which consists of mu scles that 
are u sed very little by the animal and 
therefore lacking in the development 
that cau ses them to become tou gh and 
to lack flavor. 
The rou nds are com­ 
paratively high priced becau se there is 
little waste from bone and from exces­ 
sive fat. 
The lean is not as tender 
as that of the loins and ribs bu t there 
is a greater per cent of lean to the 
entire weight of the cu t. 
Althou gh 
the cheaper cu ts of meat are meeting 
with more favor at present than for-v 
merly the loin, rib, and rou nds will 
continu e to be the highest priced cu ts 
of meat and the steer that fu rnishes 
the highest per cent of these parts 
will ever be the steer that sells for 
the highest price. 
The feeder and 
breeder, especially the latter mu st lay 
great emphasis on wide straight back 
and well developed hind qu arters, be 
cau se those parts are the ones that 
the bu tcher sells for the highest price 
and the ones for which he will pay the 
most money.
